Last year 80 students registered 
late, showing that the total 
this year should reach 425 at 
least. 


Total registration for Santa Ana 
iunior college went to the high mark 
of 340 at noon yesterday, according 
to the figures at the office yesterday 
afternoon, As many as fifty more 
were exected to register during the 
afternoon session. 


The total number of sophomores 
that enrolled last Saturday was 118, 
but many upperclassmen were seen 
registering both Monday and Tues- 
day. : 
According to the figures of last 
year, the total has already passed 
that of the total for last year.
